Mr. Truman said the strike was 


sudden and unexpected. He said 
assurances came to 
him 
from 


both the unions and the manage- 
ment that there would

said, were given within an 
hour 


Defore the strike was called by 
the trainmen and conductors.

Believe Dean 
Died of 
Wounds

Tokyo, Aug. 24 — (JP)— There is a 


conviction among some South Ko- 
reans that Maj. Gen, William F. 
Dean .missing ex-commander 
of 


the U. S. 24th division, died of bat- 
tle wounds and was burie! by 
friendly South Koreans. 


There is no official confirmation 


that General Dean is dead. He is 
still listed by headquarters 
as 


missing in action since July 22 in 
the battle of Taejon. 


An unconfirmed 
story circulat- 


ing among South Koreans, which I 
heard repeatedly before returning 
recently from 
Korea 
to 
Tokyo, 


ran like this: 


The general was wounded after 


escaping from flaming Taejon. A 
South Korean family gave 
him 


shelter and tried 
to nurse him 


back to health. But he died and 
was buried by his friends. T h e y 
said nothing about it for fear of 
punishment by North K o r e a n 
Reds who occupy the area. 


It, was felt that if the North Ko- 


reans had captured the 
general, 


they would have boasted about it 
over their Pyongyang 
radio, 
as 


they have boasted of the capture 
of many Americans of lesser rank. 


Stories published in Tokyo said 


unidentified 
prisoners 
reported 


North Korean Red$ shot Dean and 
then stabbed him to death. 
But 


official sources at 
General Mac- 


Arthur's headquarters 
disclaimed 


knowledge of such reports. 


"We know nothing about it," an 


intelligence officer said. '1 would 
like to know who the 
prisoners 


were and what they said."
